| DOUBT FOR THE MIRACLES 


“Dogma of the Infallible” Is a 
“ Besetting Sin” of Reli- 
gion, the Instruetor - 
Declares. 


WOULD HAVE A NEW CREED. 


Asserts That the Truth Should Pre- 
vail, Even Though Christians ) 
Learn from the 
fidels, 


BOTH TESTAMENTS UNDER FIRE. 


“ The dogma of the infallible Bible is the 
besetting sin and golden calf of the idola- 
irous worship of the churches.”’ 

Thisis the declaration of Professor Charles 
W. Pearson, head of the department of Eng- 
lish literature of Northwestern University, 
and foremost of the advocates of creed re- 
vision for the Methodist church. The pro- 
fessor has just prepared a paper entitled 
“Open Inspiration Versus a Closed Canon 
and Infallible Bible,”’ as an answer to the 
query propounded by the Rev. William 
Macaffee, pastor of the First Methodist or 
university church of Evanston, last Sun- 
day. Dr. Macafee’s query was: ‘‘On what 
basis can Christians unite for aggressive 
action?” 

‘“‘It is only on the basis of truth that 
Christians can unite,’ said Professor Pear- 
son yesterday. ‘‘ My views are set forth 
because self-respect and my conception of 
Christian duty forbid me to keep. silence in 
the presence of existing facts. Dr. Macafee 
says very justly that we should all engage 
in aggressive Christian work. I acknowl- 
edge the obligation and am now endeavoring 
to meet it.’’ 


Causes a University Sensation. 


Professor Pearson's paper has caused a 
sensation in hwestern University cir- 


cles in Evanston, and the probable action’ 


of the Board of Trustees of the university 


| in the matter is the absorbing topic of dis- 


cussion. In part, Professor Pearson says 
in his paper: 

“Jesus told the scribes and Pharisees 
that they had made ‘the ward of God of 
none effect through their tradition.” Very 
many of our religious teachers of today are 
doing the same thing. Modern preaching 
lacks truth and power because so many 
churches cling to the utterly untenable tra- 
dition that the Bible is an infallible book. 
This dogma is their besetting sin. It is the 
golden calf of their idolatrous worship. It 
is the palpable lie that gives the ring of 
insincerity to all their moral exhortations. 

. “Tf théologians wish to regain their lost 
intellectual leadership or even to possess 


tan influence on the thoughtful part of the 


community codrdinate with that of poets, 
philosophers, and men of science, they must 
throw aside the dogma of an infallible Bible 
as completely and frankly as Protestants 
have thrown aside the dogma of an infallible 


Pope. 


Praises Book He Doubts. 

“The Bible is the most precious of all 
books. Its teaching that man is child of God 
and heir of heaven ennobles human life and 
fs the great basis of virtue, happiness, and 
high achievement. The Bible is a noble col- 
lection of law, history, biography, precept, 
and poetry. 

‘‘But the great spiritual treasure of the 
Bible is an earthen vessel, and the water of 
life has been colored by the medium which 
has preserved it. The credulous and the 
ignorant disciple, the allegorist and the poet, 
the priest and the scribe, in their efforts to 
expound and popularize religious truth have 
all more or less clogged and corrupted the 
spiritual message of the prophets, and our 
teachers must frankly recognize this fact.’’ 


Discredits the Miracles. 

Examples of what he considers “ tares 
among the Bible wheat” are set forth by 
Professor Pearson. 

“ There is a story in the Book of Daniel,”’ 
he writes, that Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego, for refusing to bow down before 
the image of a Babylonian king, were casi 
into a burning, flery furnace, the flames of 
which slew those that threw them into it, 
and yet the fire had no power upon the three 
opponents of idolatry. ‘ Not a hair of their 
heads was singed, neither were their coats 
changed, nor the smell of fire had passed on 
them.’—Dan, iii., 27. 

“ He must be a very bold or very ignorant 


man who will assert that he believes that | 


this account fs literally true. It is certainly 
a thousand times more probable that it is a 
legend or allegory. 

“ We read in the Book of Kings that when 
Blijah fled from Ahab and dwelt in the wil- 
dernees ‘the ravens brought him bread and 
fiesh in the evening.’ We readin that quaint 
medieval book, ‘The Voyages and Travels 
of Sir John Mandeville,’ that the monks of 
the Church of St. Catherine, at Mount Sinai, 
have plenty of olive oil for their lamps ‘ by 
God’s miracie; for the ravens, crows, and 
choughs, and other fowis of that country 
asseinble there once every year and fly 
thither as in pilgrimage, and each brings a 
branch of bays or olive in its beak instead of 
offering and leaves it there; of which the 


/monks make great plenty of oil.’ The story 
-of Elijah’s ravens and Mandeville’s story 


of the ravens of St. Catherine’s Monastery 
are akin. They are mere poetic fancies, one 
as untrue and incredible as the other. : 


Talks of Bible Myths. 

“We read that ‘Elijah smote the waters 
with ‘his mantle and ‘they divided hither 
and thither,’ s0 that he and his companions 
‘went over on ary ground.’ Elijah is said 
to have miraculously multiplied meal and 
oil and even to have raised the dead. 

“With his suceessor, Elisha, the myth- 
making fancy has been even more active.

BAD MILK SLAYING BABES 


LITTLE SOLD IN NEW YORE CITY 
Is FOUND FIT TO USE. 

Rockefeller Institute for Médical Re- 
search, Established as Memorial to 
Millionaire's Grandson, Makes Its 
First Report, Showing How Thou- 
sands of Lives Are Sacrificed Under 
Present Conditieons—Chicago Boy’s 
Death Starts Efforts at Reform. 


New York, Jan. 18.—{Special.]—Facts re- 
garding the unsanitary condition of prac- 
ticdlly all the milk sold in Greater New York 
and details of the serious havoc among in- 
fants and even older persons by the millions 
of germs in each spoonful of the fluid were 
made publiie in a statement by the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Research today. 

-The death of a little boy in Chicago, the 
victim of searlet fever, believed acquired 
through infected milk, is the incident which 
led to this disclosure and which is expected 
to bring about reforms that will save 
thousands of lives annually throughout the 
country. 


In Memory of Little Grandson, 


The child whose death is to mean so much 
for the little ones-of the world was John 
Rockefeller McCormick, the son of Harold 
F’. McCormick of Chicago and his wife, the 
daughter of John D. Rockefeller. When the 
boy, the first grandson and the great pet of 
Mr. Rockefeller, died, the latter decided to 
devote a part of his great wealth to save 
others from the same grief which had 
stricken him. 

It was found by.Mr. Rockefeller that the 
mortality among children in the cities was 
out of proportion with deaths in the country, 
and he resolved to seek means to stop, where 
possible, the unnecessary sacrifice of infant 
lives. 

The institute was established in memory 
of the little grandson and as the greatest 
monument that could be erected in his honor. 


First Step Toward Reform. 

The Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search, which, after months of investigation, 
made its first public report today, was the 
result. The work is only begun and will 
continue until the authorities of the cities 
are aroused to action that will do away with 
the greater part of the evils now existing. 

An investigation of New York city’s milk 
supply, which was conducted last summer, 
is the basis for this report. It was the 
opinion of the Health department that much 
of the high infant mortality during the sum- 
mer was attributable to the quality of the 
milk. on which so many of the tenement 
children are nourished, and also that some 
outbreaks of typhoid fever and other dis- 
eases were traceable to the same cause. 


Shows Way to Improve Conditions. 

This opinion the institute investigators 
find well founded. 

The institute investigators themselves 
have produced an improvement in certain 
directions ‘already, although without any 
official authority, and the feport points the 
way to the achievement of better conditions 
generally. 

Inspection at Farms Needed. 

_under-euthority, which shell 
have jurisdiction as far as the farms, is 
advocated; certification of milk is already 
unofficially set up as one means of encourag- 
ing better conditions, and the sealing of 
milk produced and bottled at properly reg- 
ulated sources is mentioned as the best so- 
lution of the general problem of bringing 
the best milk to the city consumer. The re- 
port says in part: 

“Milk from carefully groomed cows in 
clean stables, when taken under the best 
precautions now possible, cooled immediate- 


‘ly to below 40° F.,. and kept at that tem- 


perature during the transportation by 
proper icing, and sent by express trains to 
the city, although handled with every pre- 
caution against contamination, contains, 
when it reaches the consumer, from 10,000 
to 100,000 bacteria in each teaspoonful. This 
for the best milk. | 


Millions of Bacteria Found. 


. Now, what of the worst milk? During 
last summer the milk sold in the groceries 
of the tenement districts contained, as shown 
by the examination made by the bacteriolo- 
gist, from 4,000,000 to 600,000,000 in each tea- 
spoonful, and just such milk as this was fed 
last summer to many infants in New York. 

“The germs which cause various infec- 
tious diseases, such as typhoid fever, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, tuberculosis, etc., live and 
some rapidiy multiply in milk. Every year 
a@ number of outbreaks of these diseases 
occur, which have been traced to milk con- 
taminated by ignorant or careless milkmen, 
who have infected their milk by their dirty 
hands or the dirty water or in other careless 
ways. 


Worst Product Near City. 


“Tf milk is transported long distances 
great precautions are taken to preserve it, 
while if transported from adjacent counties 
hardly any attention at all is paid to it. 
Fhus it comes about that some of the worst 
mi.k delivered in New York is brought from 
the nearest places. 

“The worst cenditions were found along 
the line of the Harlem road. Fully 10 per 
cent of the milk carried by the Harlem road 
during the hottest months was never iced at 
all. Milk handied in this way in hot weather 
is often so changed that it is unfit to be 
sold.”’ 

The health department of the State and 
city should have the right to inspect farms, 
the report says, and demand those things 
which are necessary in order to produce a 
wholesome milk and to exclude contagious 
disease. 

Certification the Solution. 

Milk certification at the present time seems 
to be a solution of some of the difficultiés in 
this problem. Such an assurance is now pro< 
vided in a certificate issued by the City Med- 
ical society, which is given in two forms. 
When they find it possible to assure them- 
selves that milk is produced under whole- 
some conditions they grant to such a dealer 
permission to employ a label: “‘ Inspected by 
the Milk Commission of the Medical Society 
of the County of New York.” 

For those persons who can afford to pay 
somewhat more for their milk a still finer 
grade is provided. Not only are the condi- 
tions detailed above carried out but the cows 
are groomed, the udders are washed, and the 
men wear clean garments during milking. 
All utensils are sterilized and regular inspeéc- 
tion by experts is continued. The jars con- 
taining the milk have on them a label: “ Cer- 
tified by the Milk Commission of the Medica] 
Society of the County of New York.” 


Beardiess Men for Milkers. 
Binghamton, N. Y., Jan. 18.—[Special.}]— 
Hereafter only smeoth-faced men will be 
allowed to milk cows and deliver milk to the 
milk depots in this part of the State, In 
a recent report the 4fik commission of New 
York suggested the innovation, on the 


|} ground that a man with whiskers milking 


a cow was liable to impregnate the milk 
with germs, because whiskers are or may 
be microbe collectors. The various man- 
agers of the milk depots decided that the 
suggestion was a good one, and will issue an 
order that all milk delivered to them must 
be drawn by beardiess men.) .

BOATS TO START IN APRIL. 


‘ New York, Jan. 18.—[Special.]—Within a 
few days announcement will be officially 
made of the Anglo-American alliance, so to 
put it, of the steamship lines whfch carry the 
bulk of the freight and passengers between 
this country and Europe. 

The word Europe is used advisedly, for it 
was learned today that the plans for the 
merger are much more comprehensive than 
those which would include only an aHiance 
between the American line and the lines 
whose home ports are in England. On good 
authority this alliance or merger will include 
the following lines: 


The American. The Anchor. 

The Red Star. The Atlantic Transport. 
The White Star. The Allen. 

The Cunard. The Leyland. 


The Holland-American. , 

The combination will represent a united 
capital of nearly $500,000,000. 

The business and legal representatives of 
several of the ilnes interested in the merger 
are now on their way across the Atlantic and 
are due to arrive on the Celtic next Thursday. 


Three Years’ Planning. 
The man who gave this information today 


said: 
‘“‘The plans for this alliance of steamship 


lines have been nearly three years in matur- 
ing. The men who have been working on 
them are, chiefiy, J. P. Morgan and Clement 


. A. Griscom. Others have helped, of course, 


but these two men have done the work, and 
it may be interesting to add that the plan did 
not originate with Mr. Morgan, but with Mr. 
Griscom, The dream of his later years has 
been an international navigation company in 
fact as well as in name. A feasible plan of 
operations did not suggest itself until the 
commupity of interest idea of railroad 
operating was first talked about. Then he 
went to work. 
‘All Under One Man. 

_“ When the official announcement of the 
deal is-made it is quite. probable that men- 
tion will be made only of a agreement or 
some such thing between the companies for 
the transfer of the freight business of the 
uniting lines to the management of one 
company, which, to all intents and pur- 
pores, will be the International Navigation 
company. But that will be only a stage in 
the proteedings. The end and aim of the 
whole scheme ts a combination of all the 
Atlantic freight and passenger business 
under one management, and the director 
general, so to speak, of the acquiring com- 
pany will be Clement A. Griscom, 


One Man to Fix Rates. 


“It is possible that the acquiring company 
will be, in its corporate nature, much like 
the United States Steel corporation. That 
is to say, the uniting companies may keep 
their corporate entity and each may be priv- 
ileged to get all the freight and passenger 
business it can. This will enable persons to 
ship or travel by their favorite lines, but the 
general management of all the lines will 
center in the acquiring company, and it will 
be in the office of that company that all rates 
for freight and passenger traffic will be 
made. 

Helps American Exports. 

This will make impossible the cutting of 
rates that sometimes occurs now, and it will 
make possible such freight rates for the 
United States Steel corporation as will make 
that company able to compete against the 
world, no matter almost what industrial con- 


ditions prevail, in the products of iron and | 


steel. 
** Furthermore, this union will be of value 


to the producers of anything in this country 
for which a foreign market is desired. For, 
while the projectors of the combination will 
not be in the shipping business for their 
health, they will, in the nature of things, be 
compelled to make such freight rates for 
American products as will make them mar- 
ketable abroad. . 

‘‘At present there is no plan which includes 
the German lines in the union. It is believed, 
however, by those interested in the deal that 
in time both German and French lines will 
be glad to make overtures for admission into 
this Anglo-Saxon alliance of the ships of 
peace.”’ 
New Lines from Quebec. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Four new Transatian- 
tic steamship lines, between Quebec and Eu- 
ropean ports, each billing freight direct from 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and Duluth, will soon 
be in operation. One of the lines will run 
to London, and the other three to Manches- 
ter, Liverpool, and Antwerp. The services 
will be fortnightly and will begin on April i. 
The steamships will all be over 8,000 tons 
burden. 

The new line is the result of an agreement 
signed yesterday between James McNaugh- 
ton, Vice President of the Great Northern 
railway of Canada; R. B. Soker, manager of 
the Manchester liners, and Furness and 
Lewis, representing the Furness-Withy com- 

ny. 
ga project was developed by Sir Christo- 
pher Furness, who recently made a special 
visit to Canada for the purpose. 


Plans Are Explained. 

Vict-President McNaughton returned to 
London with Sir Christopher Furness several 
days ago and the agreement was completed 
yesterday.

“We expect to have all the lines running 
soon. The one from Quebec to London is 
already running, and yesterday I signed an

chester. I am now négotlating for the lines 
from Quebec to Liverpool and from Quebec 
to Antwerp; and expect that the matter will 
be arranged in a few days.” 


BRAVE NURSE SAVES FOUR 


RESCUED RANGE FROM INFANT TO 
GREAT-GRANDMOTHER. 


Calumet Avenue Building Is Ablaze 
and Full of Smoke When Alice Park- 
hill Successfully Undertakes to Car- 
ry Out Representatives of Four Gen- 
erations—Fire Is in the Residence 
of Dr. J. W. Erringer, Whose Wife 
Is 1—Narrow Escapes from Death. 


Through the efforts of Miss Alice Parkhill, 
a trained nurse, four generations of women 
were rescued from the fire that burned out 
the interior of the flat building at Calumet 
avenue and Forty-sixth street yesterday 
afternoon, 

Without aid Miss Parkhill carried the 
great-grandmother, the mother, and the 
baby down two flights of stairs and later 
aided the grandmother to find her way to 
safetv through hallways filled with smoke 
and flames: 


of Dr. J. W. Erringer, who lived on the sec- 
ond floor, and whose wife was ill. On the 
Same floor were Mrs. E. A. Duncan, Mrs. 
Erringer’s grandmother; Mrs. J. L. Wallace, 
the invatid’s mother; and Elabelle Erringer, 
Mrs. Erringer’s 20-months-old daughter. 

At the time of the fire the baby and Mrs, 
Duncan were asleep and Mrs. Wallace was 
about to leave for a shopping trip down- 
town, 


Nurse’s Work of Rescue. 

Mrs. Wallace was hunting for her purse, 
which was in a side bedroom, when she dis- 
covered fire eating its way through the floor. 
With a scream she informed Miss Parkhill, 
who hurriedly. threw a blanket about Mrs. 
Erringer and started to carry her down the 
rear stairs to the back yard. 

When the nurse returned she found that 
the hails were beginning to fill with smoke. 
She seized the baby and made a second trip, 
leaving the infant on the rear porch. 


Fire Makes Great Headway. ~ 

By this time the fire had made great head- 
way, and when the nurse dashed back into 
the building she found that Mrs. Duncan, 
great-grandmother of the infant she had 
just rescued, was dazed by the smoke. When 
Miss Parkhill tried to lift the aged woman 
she fought against it, tearing the nurse’s 
clothes in the struggle down the stairs. » 

Even after Mrs. Duncan had been carried 
to safety the nurse’s work of rescue was not 
done. Mrs. Wallace, who had been trying 
to save valuables in the burfiing building, 
had lost her way in the smoke. Once more 
the nurse groped her way to the second 
floor. Grasping Mrs. Wallace by the hand, 
she half guided, half pulled her to the open 
air. 
| ‘The women were taken to the offices of Dr. 
Erringer, at Forty-seventh street and Calu- 
met avenue, where last night aM had partly 
recovered from the effects of the shock. 

: Fire Starts in Basement. 

The fire originated in a pile.of paper and 
shavings near the steam boilers in the base- 
ment. When the Fire department arrived 
the building was filed with smoke and 
flames, which ruined the interior finish and 
the furniture. 

John Craig, owner of the building, puts 
his loss at $3.000, while Dr. Erringer’s fur- 
niture was damaged to the extent of $3,500. 
S. Rosenstein lost $300 and E. Ernest's 
furniture was damaged to the extent of $200, 

The building was erected recently and the 
firemen say that had it been old and dry it 
would not have been saved.

HIS FELLOW-METHODISTS. 


Northwestern Instractor Publishes a 
Paper in Which He Likens the Mira- 
cles to Fairy Tales and Says That 
the Truth Must Prevail, Even if 
Christians Learn from Infidele— 
Wants a New Creed—Some of His Ar- 
guments—Sensation in Evanston.

“Some of these stories are crude and 

childish, some are pathetic and sublime, 
historic. 
All Miracles as-Fancies. 
“ It is impossible to draw any dividing 
line between ‘these alleged miracles in the 
Old Testament and simiiar accounts in the 
gospels and acts of the aposties.. When a 
gate opens ‘of its own accord’ to let Peter 
through, we think of the story of Elisha and 
the ax that he made toswim. When Jesus 
is represented as muitiplying loaves and 
fishes to feed a great muititude, we think of 
the widow's barrel of meal multiplied by 
Elijah and of the cruse of ofl increased by 
Elisha. 

“ When Jesus is represented as walking on 
the Lake of Gennesaret we think of Moses 
dividing the Red Sea and of E.ijah and 
Elisha cieaving -‘the waters of the Jordan. 
The story of the raising of the son of the 
widow of Nain by Jesus recails the story of 
the raising of the Shunamnite woman by 
Elisha.

Professor Pearson argues further that the 
Bible is marked everywhere by human 
individuality, and the differences in sub- 
stance and styie in the books of the Bib.e,cor- 
respond to the differences in the tempera- 
ments an dopinions of the writers of the 
respective books.

* How did God communicate the contents 
of the book to man?’ the professor asks. 
“* Nobody maintains that he handed a parch- 
ment scroll down from heaven. The ten 
commandments were, ‘indeed, said to have 
been written by the finger of God on tablets 
of stone. If this language is not figurative 
it is legendary and incred‘ble, and no simi- 
lar claim is. made for any other part of the 
Bible. 

* Did God speak the words so loud that 
they came to the outward ear like a tele- 
phone message? Surely no reverent and in- 
telligent man will accept these views. No 
pook, no chapter, no verse, no word in the 
Hible was ever so communicated. — 

‘**God is a spirit, and speaks to man asa 
spirit and’through the spirit. All spiritual 
truth comes to man through his brain and 
conscience, and one man receives more and 
another less, because of the differences in 
the hearts, and minds, and wills of men.” 

Every. message from heaven comes to us 
colored, and shaped, and limited by some 
man’s personality, Professor Pearson ar- 
gues, and must be discarded, or altered, or 
supplemented, according to the new knowl- 
edge and the new needs.of men... ae 

“Those who perceive that this is true,”’ 
he says, “ have no difficulty with any pas- 
sage of the Bible. What is now a scientific 
error was once a scientific advance.

SOLDIER THREATENS TO KILL 
_ PRESIDENT: GETS TEN YEARS. 


cago, Degraded at Fort Canby and 


Astoria, Ore., Jan. 18.—Frank Rakowski, 
@ soldier in the United States army, was 
today degraded at Fort Canby and sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment in the 
military prison on Alcatraz Island, Cal. 
Rakowski had threatened to assassinate 
President Roosevelt. 

Rakowski was a member of Captain 
Cloke’s company, stationed at Fort Stevens. 
He was on detached duty at Fort Columbia, 
Wash., when he voiced the Anarchist senti- 
ment, and after arrest by the civil authori- 
ties was turned over to the military officials 
at Fort Canby. He was tried before a gen- 
eral court-martial. 

A few days before Christmas Rakowski 
became intoxicated at Chinook, and while 
in a saloon there made the following state- 
ment: 

“President McKinley got what he de- 
served. My time of enlistment in the army 
will soon expire, and when it does I'll see 

that President Roosevelt géts the same dose 
“that Czolgosz gave’ McKinley.” 

The sentence imposed was dishonorable 
| discharge, forfeiture of all pay and allow- 
ances, and confinement in the military pris- 
on at Alcatraz Island for a period of ten 
years. — 

} The post guard of twenty-one men, the 
entire strength of the fort, was summoned 
to the parade ground. Rakowski was 
brought from the guardhouse and haited 
in a position where ail of the men could 
see him. Then Lieutenant Tobin, officer of 
the day, read the order of approval of the 
' findings of the court-martial. Rakowski 
was dishonorably mustered out of the army 
and was takem back to the guardhouse, to 
remain until the morning boat left for As- 
tol where connection was made for Port- 
land. 

But little is known of Rakowski’s career 
previous to joining the army. From state- 
ments made to soldiers of the fort it was 

learned that he formerly lived on Milwau- 
kee avenue, Chicago. Previous to his dec- 


cherished anarchistic sympathies. 

The case of Rakowski is the second in- 
stance of anarchy reported from Columbia 
River posts. The other offender was sia- 
tioned at Fort Stevens, and made a state- 
ment similar to that of Rakowski. The 
soldiers who overheard him gave him a 
beating. * He was threatened with death if 
he remained in the service, or in the vicinity 
of the post at the expiration of twenty-four 
hours. The hint was sufficient—the man

UNITED MINEWORKERS WILL 
OPEN CONVENTION TOMORROW. 


Indianapolis Meeting Expected to Be 
Most Important in History of Organi- 
zation—Fight Over West Virginia.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 18.—{Specia!.]—The 
convention of the United Mine Workers of 
America, which meets in this city on Mon- 
day, wiil be the largest in the history of the 
organization. It is estimated that more 
than 1,000 delegates will attend, representing 
an organization of nearly 300.000 miners. 

During the last year the United Mine 
Workers have been making strenuous ef- 
forts to organize West Virginia, which is 
now said to be one of the competitive States 
in the coal field. The miners have been 
spurred on by the operators in this move- 
ment by threats of withdrawal from the 
interstate agreement unless West Virginia 
was organized and the scale of wages and 
other conditions made equal, in order that 
the harmful competition might be eliminat- 


ed. 

‘he coal operators have already announced 
that a demand for a reduction of 10 cents 
on the ton will be made. The miners are pre- 
paring to ask for an advance of at least 10 
per cent. The miners of the anthracite dis- 
trict of Pennsyivania, with 284 delegates, 
will demand an eighi-hour day and a con- 
ference with the operators. These are the 
miners who won the big strike in the fall of 


1900.

These bonds were retired in 1899, but the 
levy is continued. As the West Park levy, 
because’ of its amount, hase resulted in crip- 
pling the revenue other taxing bodies de- 
rive, the city officials will take up the ques- 
tions of its legality. 

“On the face of it,”” said one city official, 
“it would look rather preposterous that the 
West Park board should levy a tax for 
something not in existence,”’ 

The value of .the levy is about $27,500 an- 
nually,. and the point which it is desired 
to have. settled is what the Park board does 
with the money since the bonds have been 
retired. 

“The levy is made,” said. Blount, 
Treasurer of the Park board, “‘and the 
bonds have been ‘retired. I suppose it is 
legal or the Park Commissioners would not 
have made it.’’ ‘ 

Andrew J. Graham of the West Park 
board said last night: 

“The board is allowed 12% mills on the 
tax valuation of West Chicago. Under the 
Juul law, which I think a good thing for 
the taxpayer, we get 9 mills this year—$750,- 
000 instead of $1,000,000. Why is not the 
par mill objected to included in that def- 

“All bond acts have authorized us to 
spend the levy surplus after caring for inter- 
est and the retirement of bonds for the main- 
fo ages and improvement of the park sys- 

em, 

“Although the bonds of ’79 have been re- 
tired, the theory is the same. We receive a 
cértain amount of revenue, and it all goes 
into a common treasury. It costs so much 
to run the park system. It makes no differ- 
ence whether it is called a boulevard and 
park tax or anything else; the people pay 
it all in the end. 

“I looked up the bond acts personally 
several weeks ago, and satisfied myself we 
were within the law.” 


POKER PLAYERS ARE FINED; .

Hyde Park Protective Association Not 
. Satisfied with Outcome and Will Seek 
Indictments, Says Farwell. 


Charlies A. Hetich, cigar dealer at 4120 
Cottage Grove avenue, and fifteen other men’ 
who were arrested in a poker raid by the 
Hyde Park Protective association two weeks 
ago, were fined in Justice Ford’s court yes- 
terday, although Arthur Burrage Farwell 
tried to have all the defendants held to the 
grand jury. The Hyde Park Protective as- 
sociation officials contend Justice Ford had 
no right to fine the men, and say they will 
go before the grand jury to secure indict- 
ments. 

Hetich’s store was run in connection with 
a vacant building adjoining. When the raid 
was made cards, chips, tables. and other 
poker paraphernalia were carted off. The 
case came up before Justice Lee on Jan. 11, 
and a change of venue was taken to Justice 
Ford. When the case was called yesterday 
Justice Ford fined Hetich $100, which he 
paid, and the others, it is said, agreed to 
pay costs of $7 each. Only one man beside 
Hetich paid his fine yesterday, but the rest 
have agreed to setttle before Wednesday. 

“‘We shall go before the grand jury just 
the same as though there had been no fines,” 
said Mr..Farwell last night. “ We contend 
that Justice Ford had no right to impose 
fines.”

SCHLEY’S FAMILY DENY REPORT 


Rear Admiral Not to Bring Up Con- 
troversy with Sampson Before 
the Chicago Public.

Savannah, Ga., Jan. 
Friends of Rear Admiral Schley in this city 
are embarrassed by a published report that 
the Rear Admiral either means to or desires 
to bring the subject of the Schley¥-Sampson 
controversy before the Chicago public while 
he is the guest of the Hamilton club of that 


city. 

Certainly the Rear Admiral has given no 
assurance to any one in Savannah that he 
desires to touch upon the subject, even in 
the most casual way. His absence from 
Savannah while on his deer hunting trip to 
St. Catherine’s Island prevents any expres- 
sion of negation from him, but Mrs. Schley 
and the friends and relations of the family 
heré are vexed at such arumor. «© 

Just once has the Rear Admiral spoken 
publicly in' Savannah with reference to the 
famous controversy. Then it was to the 
members of Palestine Commandery, Knights 
Templar, that he said with reference to his 
service in the United States navy: 

"The chief feature of my service was an 
historical incident that cleared the southern 
boundary of this country and dispelled a 
power that for 406 years had existed on this 
continent and govérned with rules and regu- 


lations that were 100 years behind the 
civilization that it tried to keep up. My part 


in that event was to help others unly, and 


I don"t know that I deserve any more credit 
than any othérs who took part in it. I re- 
joice, however, that I was there in any 
capacity, as there was enough glory to be 
shared by all and still enough left for a life- 
time. To me has come the honor and the 
love of my people, a gift that is sweeter than 
any other that could have been made to me.” 

Even this speech surprised Savannah to 
some extent. While realizing how closely 
the whole department muddle concerns the 
Rear Admiral, it was unexpected to some of 
his friends that he should have said so much. 

“It was forced upon him, however,” says 
a citizen who is in a position to know. “ The 
speech introducing the Admiral that night 


‘was of a nature that would have made him 


appear dogged and morose had he not made 
some such response. So far as the Rear 
Admiral is concerned with reference to his 
Chicago trip, it seems to me to be silly to 
aceredit to the Rear Admiral an expressed 
desire to say something to the Hamilton 
club of Chicago, such as he has not sug- 
gested saying here. He feels here-in Savan- 
nah that we have just that much proprietor- 
ship in the hero of the United States navy 


‘that he would not nurse in secret here a hope 


that he dare not express freely. 

“The idea of the Admirai’s wishing te 
say something which would stir Chicago and 
yet be without effect upon the punitive 
methods of the Navy department is silly.”

Jan Kubelik played yesterday afternoon 
before the largest concert audience ever as- 
sembled in the Auditorium. The record 
heretofore had been held by Paderewski, 
but yesterday the Bohemian violinist at- 
tracted an assemblage containing some 200 
people more than did the celebrated one 
that listened to the eminent pianist nine 
years ago. It was not an audience so un- 
bounded in its enthusiasm as’ was that other 
great one, but there was, nevertheless, much 
both fn the performunce and in the recep- 
tion that recalled the Paderewski recitals. 
Kubelik’s playing has that same subtle mes- 
meric power to charm that the work of the 
great Pole exercises in so high a degree, 
and yesterday the hush that rested on the 
vast audience during nearly every Moment 
the violin* was sounding proved conclusively 
the existence and the potency of that power. 


| The program opened with the Ernst Con- 


certo in F-sharp minor, and the perform- 
ance this melodious work received afforded 
a glimpse of what the young Bohemian will 
be when his powers have matured and he 
‘has come into his artistie manhood. There 
were in it moments of splendid breadth and 
truly virile strength, and the brief close that 
follows the long cadenza was given with an 
impassioned intensity and emotional sweep 
that left no room for doubt as to the tem- 
peramental fire that glows within him. As 
for the cadenza, it was but one of the sev- 
eral marvelous displays of absolute technical 
supremacy the afternoon afforded. The au- 
-dience, with justice, waxed enthusiastic, and 
the enthusiasm grew and intensified as the 
concert progressed. The familiar Largo of 
Handel and the G-major Romanze of Beetho- 
ven were played with the simplicity and the 


’ sincerity that alome become them, and with 


@ quality of tone that was indescribable in 
its beauty, its, purity, and its peculiarly 
vital warmth and sympathy. As for the 
Bazzini ** La ronde des Lutins,”’ it was in- 
imitable in the Mghtness, the crystalline clar- 
ity, the exquisite nnish, and the roguish 
spirit that characterized it. No round of 
the elves was ever more playful, more 
ethereai than is this, as dan Kubeik pictures 
it in tones.. The Paganini “ Nei cor piu non 
mi sento,” with which the program ended, 
served to display. the performer's astounding 
mastery of his instrument, and also to prove 
héw, in the midst of technica: difficuities 
that seem ‘insurmountable, he succeeds in 
keeping his tone untailingly singing, pure 
and beautiful. 

Miss Maria Torrilhon, the assisting solo 
pianist, was heard to better advantage than 
on Thursday evening, her selections being 
better suited to her qualities, She proved 
herself the possessor of fleet fingers, of a 
tecanic that is equal to ali save the most 
brilliant virtuoso numbers, of a strong yet 
singing tone, and of no inconside:abie .em- 
peruament andemusical indiviaual:ty. She 
needs only further development, it would 
seem, to entitie her to a desirabie piace 
among concert pianists.

boy performed another service—this time for the Fire départment—by riding on the back 
of a fireman through the dense smoke which filled the basement and pointing out the 
valve which controlled the supply of natural gas for the hotel. This act averted a possible 
explosion and made the work of the firemen less hazardous, Nobody could tell exactly 
how the fire started. Chief Musham’e men tackled ‘the blaze in force, a general alarm 
calling the full quota of apparatus to the scene.. The fire was confined to the rear pdrtion 
of the hotel and was put out after it had burnt its way up through the roof, practically 
destroying everything in that part of the building. The front apartments’ suffered some 
, from smoke and water. The hotel, which belongs to Henry A. Knott, was insured for 
$35,000. The loss on the building will not exceed $10,000.

HE next club in point of pres- 
tige and of exclusiveness is 
Brooks’ on St. James street,

Boodle’s and 
White's, which look on to the 
same famous thoroughfare, 
and which are about the 
Same age as Brooks’, were 
formerly accounted as ex- 
clusive, but this can be no 
longer said of either of them. 
Indeed, White's, once -the 
headquarters of the famous 
Earl of Chesterfield, has 
thrown open its déors to such 
an extent that it is today far 
more redolent of the Stock 
Exchange and of the Con- 
tango Jeunesse Culvrée than of the aristoc- 
racy. Formerly it took years of waiting to 
get into White’s, but now any moderately 
decent man, without a known criminal rec- 
ord, can become a member in a few weeks’ 
time.. Equally accessible is the Devonshire, 
higher up on St. James street, where the Lib- 
erals who have not foum. grace in the eyes 
of the Reform club are wont to congregate. 
Its membership amounts to some 1,500. Ar- 
thur’s and the Garrick are both rich clubs, 
moderately exclusive, and with memberships 
limited to about 600. Both are a trifle old 
fogyish, the presence of youth being re- 
garded with suspicion and resentment. The 
prevailing tipple is old port and the prevail- 
ing complaint gout. 

The St. James’ club in Piccadilly is an off- 
shoot of the Travelers’ and owes its founda- 
tion to certain members of the latter who 
found that its atmosphere had suddenly be- 
come uncongenial. It is the club par excel- 


lence of the minor fry of the diplomatic 


corps and opens its doors wide to the mem- 
bers of the embassies and legations accredit- 
ed to the court of King Edward and also to 
any foreigners whom they may choose to 
recommend. In this manner the club occa- 
sionally finds that it has been tendering its 


* courtesy to strangers who are unworthy of 


the honor. Although all the current scandal

FREEPORT CONFERRNOR OF 1608, 

Clark E. Carr of Galésburg has recently 
priftted a letter in whieh he denies that afy 
conference was ‘at Mreeport, on 
the 27th of August, 1858—the date of one 
of the tmemorable debates between Lincoln 
and Douglas—in which the late B. B. Wash- 
burtie, Joseph Medill, Nortian B. Judd, aiid 
other leading Republicans éonsilted with 
Mr. Lincoln as to certaii questions he piv- 
posed to ask Seiiator Dotiglas, one of whith 
was stoutly opposed by nearly all preset 
as likely to turn ti favor of the Benator and 
to defeat Mr. Lincodlii for the Senate. s 
happéned as whs predicted, but breutually it 
thade the election of Douglas to the Presi- 
dency impossible and played an important 
part in Lincoln’s election, Readers ot | 
Ohutehill'’s “Orisis” will remember 
the scene as deseribed by him, and it was 
this passage in the “Crisis” that led Mr. 
Carr to question the story of any such al 
ference. 

In another part of this paper is printed a 
statement made by the editor of the Free- 
port (Ill) Daily Journal of significant im- 
portance in its Bearing upon this question 
as. well as of general interest, because it 
contaitis a sketch of the proceedings of that- 
conference written by the editor, who was 
present at it, and gives somewhat minute 
details of what was done and said.

ts the cutrent Fortnightly Review Mr. 
John Holt Schooling discusses “ Drink: In 
England, the United States, France, and 
Germany.” To an American the article 
has two points of éspecial interest. 

ih the Hist place, both the statistical 
tableg and the accompanying diagram show 
with great Clearness the comparative so- 
briety of thé people of the United States. 
During 1900 the drink-corisumption of the 
United States per ten of population was 147 
gallons. ‘Meanwhile, that of Germany was 
809, that of the United Kingdoi 832, and 
that of France 337. , ln other words, the 
constimption of the United States 
was less thin half that of any of the other 
three dotihtries, fact, as Mi. Schooling 
suggests; may have something to do with 
Atierican commercial sicvess. It should 
be Hoticed, too, that in the United States, 
as in Bugland and in Germany, beer fortis 
about nine-tenths of the total consumption. 
in France it is less than two-tetiths, prhile 
uidre thap.seven-tenths consists of wine.

A. G. SPALDING HAS CONFERENCE 
WITH AMERICAN LEAGUER. 


Both Baseball Men Are Somewhat Keti- 
cent Regarding What’ Is Accom- 
plished, but It Is Evident the Nation- 
‘al League Leader Intends a Friend- 
ly Alliance with the Other League in | 

Order to Fight Freedman—Meeting at 
Buffalo Feb: 10 to Talk About Rales. 


Chicago was full of baseball conferences 
all day yesterday. President Dreyfuss of | 
the Pittsburg club came to town early in the 
day, and the atmosphere at once became sur- 
charged with baseball rumors and. possibill- 
ties. Presidents Johnson and Spalding of 
the American and National leagues respect- 
ively got together at the Auditorium and 
discussed the situation at length. Meanwhile 
Dreyfuss and Hart were in session at the 
Fisher Building, and later they held a con- 
ference with Spalding. The only combina- 
tion that was,not Worked so far as could be 
ascertained was a meeting between Johnson 
and Dreyfuss. 
, All parties concerned were inclitied to be 
reticent concerning the more vital points 
of the situation, and Messrs. Johnson and 
Spalding were somewhat contradictory in 
what they did tell of their conference. It 
is certain, however, that the plan of action 
already detailed in these columns is the one 
Mr. Spalding intends to pursue, tnat he laid 
this before the American league executive 
yesterday, and that it at least did not meet 
any opposition from that source, although 
the younger league is inclined not to entangte 
itself unnecessarily with the muddled affairs 
of the National This plan, in a word, is to 
secure for the Spalding faction of the old 
league an offensive and defensive alliance 
with the American then combine with 
the National Association of Minor Leagues 
into an organization which can control base- 
ball, and, if necessary, squeeze the Freedman 
faction out of existence unless the New 
Yorker's allies come in out of the wet before 
it is too late. ae 


Talk About Playing Rules. | 


Neither of the principals would discuss 
the matter on this broad basis, and, accord- 
ing to their admissions, about the only 
definite result arrived at was an agree- 
ment to attempt to bring about a uniformity 
in. the playing rules for next season. .To 
this end a joint committee will meet in 
‘Buffalo on Feb. 10, and to this meeting 
President Powers of the National Associa- 
‘tion ef Minor Leagues has been asked to 
send representatives. With these delegates, 
representing so many importamt interests, 
gathered ‘together in the same room it is 
not to be supposed for a moment that the 
question of the uniformity of playing rules 
will cut any great figure in their discussions. 
Not that it will not be discussed at all, for 
it is a desirable proposition, but it can be 
dismissed quickly and easily. Under this 
pretgxt it will be possible to plan some sort 
of a new national agreement without giv- 
ing that fact away and without incurring 
the displeasure of the courts by whom Mr.* 
Spalding is enjoined from. participating in 
any action as important and far reaching 
as this would be. 


Only Eight American Clubs. 

According to President Johnsoh, this mat- 
ter of rules was the only thing discussed 
in the conference with Spalding, but t 
latter announced that several other mat-; 
ters were touched upon and that a prac- 
tical agreement had been reached whereby 
the American league would not poach on 
the territory or players of the Spalding fac- 
tion in future. This was not stated directly, | 
put was hinted at. 

On the other hand, President Johnson was 
willing to admit only that he had told 
Spalding the American league would con- 
sist of eight clubs and no more. The sig- 
nificance of this difference is found in the 
rumored flirtation between the American 
icague and the Pittsburg elub. Incidentally, | 
it was apparent that Messrs. Hart and Spald- ; 
ing kept Dreyfuss in sight all the time yes- 
terday, so that he would not have a chance 
to see Ban Johnson during his brief stay. 

Mr. Spalding’s version of the conferences 
was as follows: ‘ We discussed the base- 
bali situati at considerable length, and, 
while it is impossible for me to go into the 
details, I can say in a general way that we 
understand each other pretty well. Wef 
hereed that it was inadvisable to consider 
an amalgamation of the two leagues on any 
kind of a basis. Mr. Johnson told me the 
American league's circuit was made up for 
the ensuing year and that there would be 
no changa in it inany way. I told him em- 
phatically that the four loyal clubs of the 
National league would stick together—Pitts- 
burg, Chicago, Philadelphia, and Brooklyn— 
and would piay out a four-club schedule if 
necessary, but that I expected there would 
be eight. clubs, as usual. 


Believes in Two Major Leagues. 

“Of course, there will be various rumers 
to the effect that one or more of the disaf- 
fected clubs will join the American league, 
but I feel safe in saying that asa result of 
this conference that is something that can- 
not bly happen. .We agreed perfectly 
that two major leagues are a,necessity in or- 
der to satisfy the public, and that greater 
rivalry between lecal clubs where there are 
two in the same city will better satisfy« 
Pet While we are both strongly of the opin- 
fon that it ts advisable to formulate some |. 
kind of a treaty between the two leagues 
which will bring about harmony, yet is be- 
lieved to be inopportune to take up this ques- 
tion now, in view of the mixed condition of 
affairs in the National league. 

“Among other things we took steps to se- }, 


aniformity ip the.playing-rules by-atr 


ranging for a meeting of the Rules com- 


mittees of the National, American, and minor 


leagues, to be held in Buffalo on Feb. 10, if 
tha date is convenient for the representa- 
tives of the minor leagues. We sent a joint 
letter to President Powers of the National 
association to that effect. 

“Mr. Dreyfuss called on me in the after- 
noon in company with Mr. Hart, and we had 
an hour’s talk during which Mr. Dreyfuss 
assured me*he thoroughly approved of the 
course I have taken and expressed confidence 
in the satisfactory outcome of the present 
controversy. Before leaving New York I 
had ~ conference with Mr. WEbbets of the 
Brooklyn club, and on my way here I saw 
Mr. Rogers in Philadelphia, All assured me 
of their willingness to play through the com- 
ing season on a four-ciub basis, if necessary, 
as did Messrs. Hart and Dreyfuss today. 
This practically puts the situation entirely in 
my hands.”’ 


Spalding Leaves for California. 

Mr. Spalding appeared much pleaged with 
the result of his day’s work and said he 
would ehjoy his contemplated trip to the 
coast much more than he had expected, 
Accompanied by his wife, he left last evening 
for the South on his way to California, 
where he said he would put into effect his 
waiting policy and still be ready to return 
on short notice if necessary. 
\President Johnson was much more reticent 
concerning the details Of the conference and 
intimated he’ preferred to. let. Mr. Spald- 
ing do the talking. He said the matter wf 
getting the Rules.committees of the varidiis 
leauges together to agree on uniform play- 
ing rules was the only thing in which any- 
thing definite was done. The question of 
a new national agreement was not men- 
tioned. he said. He denied having seen 
Dreyfuss or expecting to see him at any 
time, but said he would be pleased to do sv. 


Magnate Dreyfuss’ Visit. 


Dreyfuss himself was found in President 


Mart’s office, and latighingly denied any de- 
sire to avoid being discovered. He said he 
was in Chicago for the sole purpose of seeing 
Spalding, and would return to’ Louisville 
early in the evening. The Pittsburger was 
inclined to avoid 4 direct answer to ques- 
tion whether he had any idea of transferring 
his allegiance to the American league, but 
replied by saying he had every confidence 
in Spalding’s ability ‘to straighten out the 
Natioval league's affairs eventually. He 
said he would never have taken any of the 
American league's players if Connie Mack 
had not signed Catcher Smith, whom he con- 
sidered his property. He had used every 
effort to get Smith back after that, and later 
signed Burke and Conroy because he thought 


them good players, rather than because he | 


needed them. 

Dreyfuss is interested in rugby football, 
and made the prediction that next fall there 
would be a league of professional football 
teams to include New York, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, and Chicago, backed by baseball 
capital, and he was confident it would suc- 
ceed in spite of the existing prejudice 
against professiona! football. This had been 
overcome in Pittsburg, which was now red 


hot over the sport. | 
PLAYERS MAY FIGHT MINORS. 


Protective Association Objects to Na- 
tional Association’s Attempt to En- 
force New Reserve Rule by Fines. 


Kgnsas City, Mo., Jan. 18.—[Special.]—By 
repeated declarations of the course the minor 
leagues belonging tothe National association 
mean to follow in regard to players who sign 
with clubs which are not members of the 
association, the minor leagues have incurred 
Me ill-will of the Players’ Protective asso- 
Vidation, and Secretary Dale D. Gear said to- 
day ‘that this was aimed at the root of the 
Players’ association, and therefore it will 
become the duty of every player loyal to the 
cause to fight this new combine. 

It is Gear’s intention to send out a letter 
of warning to the players, and tonight he 
wrote President Daly of the unton asking 
hie advice in regard to the matter. What 
has caused the feeling against the minor 
league association is the repeated flourish- 
ing of the list of fines to be assessed on play- 
ers who accept better offers from a club 
which does not hold a membership in the 
combine. 

The principal fine is $1,000 for leaving either 
the Western or Eastern league. Gear claims 
that by this action the players are being 
forced to sign against their will.

Will Raise the Scale of Weights. 


With guaranteed stakes dispensed with 
here, in another year the obnoxious policy 
will have passed almost entirely from Amer- 
ican racing, and, as a result of Williams’ 
action, horsemen gentrally are elated. 

Another salutary reform that will! prob- 
ably make California the pioneer in introdue- 
ing a crying need will be the adoption next 
season of the Hinglish Jockey club’s scale 
of weights. Persistent subservience of 
American racing secretaries to ridiculous 
lightweights in all sorts and conditions of 
races is gradually driving the best jockeys 
the country ever produced either t6 idleness 
or abroad. It goes further by catéring to an 
almost worthless class of horses.and foster- 
ing the production of a-thoroughly incom- 
petent army of riders. In another year stich 
valuable adjuncts to the sport on the largest 
tracks in America as Spencer, Bullman, 
Turner, Mouncé, and other master horsemen 
will be entirely driven from the saddle. 
Most of these jockeys even now are eternally 
harassed by the perplexing problem of mak- 
ing weight for most of the important races, 
and, through the continued régime of arti- 
ficial reduction of avoirdupois, are prevented 
from riding up to their known standard of 
excellence. 

Great credit is due former Secretary Rob- 
ert Milroy for having made in the past more 
high-weight races than any half dozen track 
secretaries in the country combined. The 
raised scale of weights is sure to be universal- 
ly used in time, or the multiplication of cheap 
horses ridden by cheaper jockeys will con- 
tinue, to the great\detriment of racing. 


Morris’ Brilliant Stable. 


The sport at Oakland has settled down toa 
uniform and satisfactory basis. In addition 
to owning a trio of crack 3-year-olds who 
have a mortgage on the principal events for 
their age—with Baldwin's Cruzados elim- 
inated from the competition—Green Morris 
has demonstrated with such handicap ma- 
terial as Autolight and Watercure racing 
under his colors that he has a mortgage on 
ail the aged races if this pair is kept on edge. 
Both are weight-packers and equal to any 
routes unless deadly imposts are assigned 
them. Watercure is probably the better of 
the two, but Autolight’s mile in 1:39% on 
Tuesday, when-he came from ind and 
beat Position with 119 pounds up, was a 
magnificent performance. 

It would take a commission of lunacy to 
determine why that honest filly, Josie G., 
Was sent a mile and a sixteenth and asked 
to concede a seasoned stake horse like Water- 
cure ten pounds when she had already failed 
to stay one mile with colts of her own year. 
Besides Howson, at best a second-class ap- 
prentice, rode her as if going four-mile heats. 
This grand little filly has been raced stale 
trying impossibilities. She is an expensive 
toy for an obscure owner. He wants $100,- 
000 for her. If she tackles old horses again 
over a distance she won’t be worth feeding. 


O’Connor Again in Good Form. 
A pleasing feature of the week’s racing 


has been Winnie O’Connor’s return to his 


splendid form of last summer. O'Connor is 
without doubt one of the cleverest jockeys in 
the world. He will for many years be able 
to ride comparatively light, and his integ- 
rity is a rare example for others of his craft 
and is unimpeachable.

GOSSIP. FOR PLAYERS OF SKAT. 


Charles Collins’ Tournament Victory 
the Feature of Last Week—Origin 
| of the Pastime. 


There was little doing in the local skat 
world last week. Coming tournaments and 
the skat congress of the North American 
league are now the talk of local players. 
The victory of Charles Collins, the first 


j American whe has ever captured a first 


prize in a local tournament and possibly in 
the country, was a feature of the week. 

Collins ig of Irish descent and has played 
the game comparatively a short time. His 
victory, therefore, has been the source of 
much amusement to the German-Americans, 

While the different hands that turn up 
in the German card game are without num- 
ber there is one hand which at timds will 
show that is of more than ordinary inteér- 
est. It is the Nullo Ouvert, the hand be- 
ing as follows: The ace of spades, king and 
nine of spades, ace, king, and nine of clubs, 
ace, king, and nine of hearts, and the seven 
spot of diamonds. This was once a prize 
problem, and from the looks of the hand it 
would seem impossible to win with it, but 
to figure out the situation of the cards in 
the other two hands makes an interesting 
problem for any one, 

The origin of skat is one of the things that 
worry German-American skat players as 
much as the problems of thé game. While 
the exact origin of the game cannot be def- 
initely settled, it is known that one of the 
first if not the first pamphiet on skat was 
issued by Frederick Hempel of Altenburg, 
Saxony, in 1835. Hempel probably evolved 
the game from two other German games— 
three-handed or diamond solo, and solo sixty 
or heart solo. The rules laid down in the 
pamphlet remained in force for many years 
and an annual tournament was held at Alten- 
burg. Since that time the game has grad- 
ually superseded all card games in Germany 
and has taken a fast hold on German-Ameri- 
cans, :

"United States, Michigan, Minnesota, and 
Illinois Fish commissions and the Spring 
Brook hatchery. 

One of the most unique features of the 
show will be the village of Ojibway Indlans, 
occupying the entire north end of the 
Coliseum, bordering upon a largé artificial 
lake. .The tribe will number fifty Indians, 
including squaws and papooses. The scene 
will be made natural by an atmosphere of 
trees and smoking fires; backed by’ a¥great 
scenic curtain which will complete the 
picture. 

During the entire show these Indians will 
live in this village, and notwithstanding the 
narrowness of the environment, they will 
illustrate their mode of living, the occupa- 
tton, and the amusement of the Indians of 
today. There will be portage racing every 
afternoon and evening. It might be better 
called Indian cross-country racing. because 
it comes into service when the hunter wants

“The growth of the industrial centers of this in 


every case been accomplished by the development of manfactur- 
ing suburbs. At Chicago rapid progress in outside development 
has been facilitated by existing belt lines, which insure the 
prompt receipt and delivery of freight. 

The corporation of the railroads and the belt lines insures 
outside locations, competitive freight rates, and freedom from 
switching. charges and hauling. 

At Chicago, as elsewhere, the todustyten are divided with refer- | 
sence to location into three classes, chiefly according to the char- 
acter ard quantity of their output. 

» The chief elements of cost of production are labor, material, 
rent, or its equivalent in interest, insurance, taxes, 
freight. In products made from costly materials, or by means of

ure, and as a’rule these are manufactured in the heart of the 

city, removed from railroad tracks, and where ali goods are hauled in and out by teams.

The advantages afforded to industries by outside locations are ‘i freight rates, free- 
dom from. teaming afd switching charges, low taxes, insurance, etc., cheap land, and 
therefore Iberal sites, roomy. buildings, mostly low, of modern arrangement ard inex- 
pensive construction, ebundantly lighted and ventilated, and free from Cirt, together with 
healthful surroundings for labor and consequently increased eMciency and economy. 

The manufacturing suburb of Chicago now is a well established quantity, and the out- 
side industrial development, enforced as it is by reason of economy, will more and more 
go hand. in hand with the increased importance of the city itself as a

ARE TURNING TO REAL. ESTATE. 


Férmer Chitago Real Estate Man Tells 
of Improvement in Property in West 
—Criticises Conditions Here. 


Loucks, a former Chicago real es- 
tate man, who has been traveling much 
through the ‘Western States, has written a 
letter to Eugene H. Fishburn approving the 
opinion advanced by the latter in Tue TriB- 
UNE of two weeks ago with reference to the 
bright outlook for real estate. Mr: Loucks 
also. takes occasion to make some interest- 
ing criticisms on certain conditions in Chi- 
cago, which he regards as inimical to the 
realty and other interests of the city. 

He says: 

“T have read your article and the com- 
ments thereon in THE TRIBUNE with much 
interest, the more so because my own con- 
clusions are therein reflected. 

“ T have been traveling constantly the last 


year in Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, and Col- 


orado, and having been an active Chicago 
real estate man formerly} and with the in- 
tention of resuming such position again 


when conditions.are right, I have studiously 


watched conditions in both town and farm. 
properties along my routes, with the invari- 
able conclusion that both investment and 
speculative interests are turning their at- 
tention again to the basis of all security,’ 
real estate. : 

Farm lands that a year ago were slow 
sale at &30 to $50 are now sought after at 
$50 to $90 per acre. In almost every ham-" 
let and town evidences of attention to here- 
tofore neglected real estate are plainly to be 
seen, 

“T Rave noted the frequency of late of 
such articles as appear in the same issue of 
Tue TRIBUNE, pages 9 and 10;.under the head- 
ings: ‘ France Bows to America’ and‘ Mar- 
vel at American Skill,’ demonstrating that 
we have the attention of other nations in a 
most favorable degree. 

‘*Now then as to the cities: In Denver, 
Kansas City, Omaha, Sioux City, Des Moines, 
St. Paul, and Minneapolis considerable activ- 
ity and advance in values were manifest 
during the last ‘half of 1901; this I know from 
observation. I have been abundantly in- 
formed, and your statement regarding New 
York City. is corroborative, that in Eastern 
cities similar conditions prevail. 

‘“‘T have just spent a week in Chicago and 
find she‘is not sharing in these conditions, 
and the cause is obstruction by some of her 
own citizens—viz.: the Mayor and others, who 
have been for the last three years or more 
obstructing the settlement of the traction 
question without substituting anything in 
the place of so-called vicious ordinances. | 
This is the most vital question affecting Chi- 
cago today, and if not settled in e to get 
the advantages of the present vorable 
conditions, I fear many of the streets these 
so-called saviors are saving will be orna- 
mented principally with weeds. 

‘* Another obstruction is the increased cost 
of transfers. With the revenue tax on deeds 
the consolidation of the three abstract com- 
panies and jumping up of prices by such 
monopoly, an already dead market could 
hardly be expected to overcome such odds. 

“It seems to me the only way to remedy- 
the latter evil is to popularize the Torrens 
system, which.can be done by the real es- 
tate men working in concert. The traction 
problem can be tied in the same way. 
Ascertain “throu a committee of fair- 
minded and level-headed men representing 
every quarter of the city the present pros- 
pective needs of the various districts, em- 
body the same in an ordinance preserving 
the rights of the city, allowing similar rights 
to the traction companies, push the passage 
of such an ordinance instead of simply ob- 
structing the passage of other ordinances—

er, gas man, and capitalist, interested 
inad of the city's big enterprises. 


There are ds who are inclined to smile 
when the alphabetical string of Mr. Billings’ 
initials are called, Yet most of these emile

One of the lfetime ‘or A. M. 
Billings, father of the subject of this sketch, 


som was born in a Httle hamlet on the Hud- 
son River more than eighty years ago. His 
father ran a small schooner on the river, and 
the son, being much on this vessel, acquired 
@ taste for navigation. Growing up, Gerri- 
s0n went to Buffalo to engagé in vessel) build-

ages and boats. In 1840 he settled down 
in St. Louls and made

Exciting incidents attended the construc- 
tion of the seven-foot tunnels which lead to 
the Sixty-eighth street crib. At the shore 
line the Mme rock comes within twenty-five 
feet of the surface.

- @ut under the lake. The plan proved disas- 


trous. When the tunnel was far advanced 
under the lake a leak sprung in the roof and 
the water started pouring in. The -work- 
men saw the movement of the sands and fled 
for their lives. All the men escaped, but one 
mule and a tunnel car were caught by the in- 
rushing waters. 

After much search the hole in the bottom - 
of the lake was located and earth dumped 
from scows until the leak was filled. Then 
the water was pumped out of the tunnel, a 
bulkhead was put in place before the old 
leak, and a detour was made about the soft 
places. 

Other difficulties and adventures were wiet 
with in the construction of this and other 
water tunenis. 


Vast Waterworks | 


The cribs which furnish the water to 
these tunnels are the Lake View, the Carter 
xi. Harrison, the Chicago avenue, the four- 
mile, and Sixty-ceighth street cribs, all 
great works in themselves. Then there are 


the several pumping stations which force 


the water through the tunnels, then up 
through the net work of distributing pipes 
in to the households and the mercantile es- 

lishments of the city. | 

The distributing pipes are in instances 
four feet in diameter—small tunnels in them- 
selves. The great portion, however, are 
closer to three-inch than four feet. 

The tunnels, distributing pipes, the cribs, 
and pumping stations*complete Chicago's 
waterworks system. The total cost of the 
system is $33,364,032. This includes the 
price paid for the Chicago hydraulic plant 
in 1854—the little plant from which sprang 
the present great- system. 
~ ‘The daily capacity of all the pumping sta- 
tions of Chicago is 528,850,000 gallons.

works will be a new water tunnel from the 
Sixty-eighth street crib to the vicinity of 
Lake Calumet, then to a point near One 
Hundred.and Third and State streets. Near 
One Hundred and Third and State streets 
a pumping’ station will be erected. This 


. addition to the system will give proper 


water facilities to Chicago Heights, Wash- 
ington Heights, and other southern sub- 
urbs. At present this district suffers in ‘dry 
weather and the menace from fire is great. 
Assistant City Engineer Spengler has 
drawn the plans for this addition to the 
water system and has asked the Council to 
make an appropriation of $2,656,000 in next 
year's budget to make this improvement, 
In building this new tunnel the engineers 
will profit by past experiences and will not 


, attempt to skim across the top of the rock 


‘Instead, the tun- 
nel will be built 100 feet below the streets and 
lake and for its whole miatance will be in 
‘golid rock.

Travel Through Tunnels. 


The tunnels are beyond public view, as

"The 4,481 miles of sewer in Chicago cost 
(labor included; of course) the tidy sum of 
$20.059,389. ‘This system, unlike the water 
system, brings in. no revenue to the city. 
The sewer-pipes and tunnel are of vitrified 
tile ‘or brick. Auxiliary to the system are 
54.951 manholes, 53,490 catchbasins.

system, and what is to be the greatest part 
is now being built—the North and South Side 
intercepting sewer system. 

The present sewers range in diameter from 
six inches up. Under Fourteenth street, from 
the river to State street, is a five and a half 
foot sewer. Under Twenty-first street, from 
the river to State street, is an eight-foot 
sewer. Undér Sheridan roads, from Law-- 
rence to Argyle avenues, is an eight-foot 
sewer, and under this same thoroughfare, 
from Argyle to Granville avenue, are sewers 
almost as large in diameter. 

But the intercepting sewer system now 
being pushed to completion will outclass ail 
existing sewers. 

At present the greater portion of the North 


‘and South Sides have no advantage from 


the drainage canal. The sewers still empty 
into the lake. The West Side.benefits by the 
canal, asits sewers all empty into the river. 

The great sewers now being built on the 
North and South Sides will intercept sewers 
now flowing into the lake and will turn them 
into the mver. Not until this work is com- 
pleted will Chicago have pure water. 

The Lawrence avenue intercepting sewer 
on the North Side, sixteen feet in diameter, 
will extend from the lake to the river. It 
will intercept the principal North Side sewers 
and will turn them into the. North Branch. 


‘A pumping station will be built near the 


river and Lawrence avenue to pump the 
sewage, thus intercepted, up grade and into 
the river. Owing to tiie troubles of con- 
tractors the work on this sewer, although 
it has gone on for a long time, has been 
slow. Commissioner of Public Works Blocki 
is urging that the sewer be rushed to com- 
pletion by day labor. The work will cost 
$700,000 when completed. 

The South Side intercepting sewer sys- 
tem, upon which work is now progressing, 
consists of the Thirty-ninth street conduit 
and sections G dnd H. 

Sections G and H comprise the sewer along 
the lake front from Thirty-ninth street to the 
Chicago Beach Hotel; from there down Cor- 
nell avenue and Stony Island avenue to 
Seventy-third street. This sewer is to. be 
from thirteen to sixteen feet in diameter. 
The work is open cut, and the earth that

looks as though Chicagoans were fortifying 
against the attack of a hostile fleet. The to- 


tal length of this sewer will be four and a 
half miles. It should be done by this time, 
but contractors failed in their promises, and . 


less than 8,000 feet have been built. Com- 
‘missioner of Public Works Blocki is now in 
charge of the work with Wi C. Mac- 
Harg, consulting engineer, and the work 
is progressing rapidly by day labor. In a 
year these sections should be complete. The 
total cost will be $900,000. 

Sections G and H will intercept all sewers 
that empty into the lake along its course, and 
through the Thirty-ninth street conduit the 
sewage will be carried into the river, thence 

*down the drainage canal. 


Room for Furniture Van. 


The Thirty-ninth streetscondult is im many 
respects the most wonderful of all of under- 
ground Chicago. It is to extend the whole 
distance from the lake to the river, and is 
now half done.. The inside diameter of the 
sewer is twenty feet, great enough for a fur- 
niture van to pass through. Half the dis- 
tance is underground work; the other half 
is open cut. The latter portion is practically 
completed. But little more than a good start 
has beén made on the tunnel section. 

Through rock, clay, and quicksand this 


tunnel is being advanced. Some of the great- 


est difficulties encountered in under ground 
Chicago have been met with in this conduit. 
As in the land tunnels, the workmen have 
‘been preceded by a great round shield. This 
shield is forced ahead by from sixty to sev- 
enty tons hydraulic pressure. As fast as the 
shield is advanced a little oak “ tubbing,”’ 
as large in clroumference as the sewer’s out~- 
side diameter is to be, is putin place. Then 
the bricks for the sewer are laid by the 
most skilled of bricklayers. The oak “ tub- 
bing ’’ remains in place, making a circle of 
wood without the brick work of the sewer 
proper. These shields cost several thousand 
doMars alone. A cave-im stopped the work 
of the first contracting firm that had this 
work and the firm’s #hield is still buried in 
section of the tunnel. 

e dangers from the quicksands are met 
with the compressed air plan, as in the land 
tunnels. This underground work has caused 
the street above to’ drop several inches in 
places. It was only where adjacent bulld- 
ings permitted that the tunmel work was 
laid out. 

At Thirty-ninth street and the lake will 
be erected a pumping station to cost notless 
‘than $400,000... When the whole system is 
completed all South Side sewers from Thirty-

street.to Seventy-thiré street wil) be 
turned from the lake into the river through 
the Thirty-ninth street conduit. Much of this 
district was once swamp or low land, and 
to bring about this great boon the pumps 
in the proposed station will have to work 
overtime. Sewage will have to be “lifted” 
from fifteen to seventeen feet. The laws of 
gravitation cannot be taken into considera- 
tion in a city Mke Chicago. 


Private Corporations, 


Private.corporations have added, and are 
adding, a considerable portion to Under- 
ground Chicago. 

The Illinois Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany’s tunnel, now being speedily pushed to 
competion, will be an important part of the 
underground world. 

This tunnel begins in the basement of sits 
ers & O’Brien’s saloon in Madison street. A 
thirty-foot shaft was sunk from the saloon 
cellar, and from here the. workmen started 
to tunnel under Chicago’s business district. 
About 4,200 feet of the tunnel have been com- 
pleted. Ten miles is projected. The tunnel 
is seven feet and six inches high, six feet in 
its greatest ‘width, and five feet wide at the 
bottom. It has been extended down La Salle 
street to Jackson boulevard, thence to Frank- 
lin street, down Franklin street to Monroe, 
then’ to Dearborn street. When completed 
the tunnel will run under the greater portion 
of the streets of the business district. When 
the telephone company starts business the 
tunnel will be found to be nearly filled with 
wires and cable. 

The Chicago telephone company has no 
great tunnels such as its prospective riva) is 
pbuilding. The wires and cables are, for the 
most part, laid im3\%4inch ducts. These ducts 
are. piled up in layers. The greatest space 
occupied by thesé underground layers cf 
ducts is about four feet square. The esti- 
mate of $2,500,000 as the cost of this under- 
ground system is by an official of the com- 


pany. 

The figures with regard to the Chicago Ed!- 
son company are based on the cost of the 
Telephone company's underground system. 
The Edison company is said to have about 
two-thirds as much underground work as the, 
telephone company.

Street Car Tunnels. 


The tunnels now occupied by the Union 
Traction company constitute an important 
part of the underground world. 

The Washington street tunnel was opened 
Jan. 1, 1869, with public ceremonies. It wasa 
great day, as this was by far the most im- 
portant underground work completed up to 
that time. Thousands of citizens for days 
after spent their spare time walking through 
the tunnel. The “con. man” of that day 
told no falsehood when he told. the rural 
visitor to come and see the big tunnel. The 
tunnel proper is 222 feet long. Originally 
there were passageways for vehicles and \ 
pedestrians only. It was not until years after 
that the traction companies preémpted the 
tunnel. In this day, when the cable trains 
hold exclusive sway, it sounds strange to 
read from an old City Halil report that om 
March 31, 1871, from 6 a. m. to p. m. 7,231 
pedestrians passed through the tunnel and 
1,616 vehicles by actual count. Chicago was 
a fairly busy city even in those days. The 
Washington street tunnel was built py the 
city. It was completed by J. K. Lake, Charies 
B. Farwell, and A. A. McDonnell. 

Not long after the Washington street tunnel 
was completed the La Salle street tunnel 
was built, also with public funds,

the West Chicago Street railway company 
and is the finest of the three tunnels. The 
span of the Van Buren street tunnel is one 
of the widest in the world, it ts said. 

The underground systems and works do no§ 
stop here, but further reference leads inte 
an ondiess lot of small detail.

femme Often he appeared in a romantic 
manner amidst terror-stricken

Cewering and panic-stricken, the peasants, 
S@vants, and farm hands would invariably 
fallback at his command. |

“ driller,” as he was known to have sworn

Wears Halo of Romance. : 


Kneiss] is in every respect the picture of 
a modern Robin Hood. Courteous, smiling, 
well dressed, and speaking flawless Ger- 
man, the auditors forget the hideous crimes 
he had committed, the night raids on de- 
fenseless peasants, and the dreadsome tales 
which have enveloped him in a kind of ro- 
mantic halo. The court proceedings, more- 
over, were given the widest latitude? and 
brought out countless incidents which re- 
vealed the many-sided and not altogether 
inhuman ‘character of the prisoner. Every 
‘two hours the court granted an adjourn- 
ment of fifteen minutes, in order not to 
overtax the scant physical resources of 
Kneissl, whose sunken features betrayed 
with death in the 
re- 


hospital from the bullet wounds he 
ceived in Geisenhofen. 
‘Witnesses took the stand with quavering 
voices, still fearing that Kneiss! will some- 
how again escape the hangman’s noose and 
seek revenge upon them when he once more 
regains his freedom. Even the Judges ap- 


pear to be hypnotized, for they allow the 


prisoner to dwell upon incidents intended 
to palliate his offenses and dictate a merci- 
ful sentence. 
Listening to the story of Kneisel’s life, 
there is something pathetic—an awful indict- 
ment against the prying officialism of Ba- 
varia and Germany—in the whole matter. 
Like Jean Valjean, the persecuted hero of 
Victor Hugo’s “ Les Miserables,”’ Kneiss1 
was pursued with the name of “ jailbird” 
wherever he went. He tried several times, 
acording to the testimony presented, to seek 
honest work after his first imprisonment. 
But each time his employers obtained knowl- 
edge of his imprisonment and he Was dis~ 
missed. The system of police espionage 
which prevails in the Bavarian provinces 
likewise gave him no rest, but kept him 
,constantly under the eyes of the police, al- 
ways followed by suspicion and dark looks. 
Kneiss] is only 25 years old. But he al- 
ready began his career as highwayman at the 
age of 16. That the robber spirit in him was 
not wholly bred by circumstances, but was 
hereditary, is shown by the court testi- 
mony, which revealed that his uncle was, 
forty years ago, the terror of all southern 
Bavaria. His name was Pascolini, and, as 
leader of a band of reckless bandits, ex- 
criminals, and wayward young peasants, he 
managed for years to make himself feared by 
all inhabitants. Kneissl’s father died in 
prison, and his brother Alois has also been 
imprisoned for highway robbery.

pal abode of Matthias Kneiss). In this mill 
Matthias was born, and later his father kept 
‘a tavern. Here the childhood days were 
spent. Matthias had a younger brother, 
Alois, and three sisters, the youngest of 
whom is today 18 years old. Frequentty the 
gendarmes were called to preserve order and 
prevent bloodshed in the Kneiss! household. 
The elder Kneiss] is said to have preached 
highway robbery to his sons and incited them 
to deeds of mischief. Matthias Kneissi gave 
evidences of a roving, daredevil spirit early in 
his school days. He played “ hooky” and 
made lifeto his teachers a burden by refusing 
in open mutiny to recite lessons and instigat- 
ing mischief. Finally he was expelled from 
school at the age of 14. In 1891 Kneiss] was 
arrested for violating the game laws. The 
crime was a petty one, but after Kneiss! was 
relieved he sought steady employment in 
vain. Whether due to his roving character 
or to the espionage which the gendarmes of 
the dorff exercised, Kneiss] gradually drifted 
from bad to worse. In company with his 
younger brother, Alois, he committed a num- 
ber of highway robberies and presently broke 
into a house, wherea largeamount of plunder 
was obtained. The gendarmes tracked the 
two brothers to the ancestral mill. 


The old ruin was veiled in complete dark- 


ness when the squad of gendarmes surround- 
ed the mill and gradually closed in upon the 
twain. Suddenly a fusillade of pistol shots 
greeted them, and after a number of officers 
were wounded the two young men, one barely 
17 and the other 15, were pounced upon and 
carried away to the town jail. Kneissi re- 
ceived a sentence of five and a half years. 
February, 1899, he was again given. freedom. 
According to his own declaration in court 
Kneissl sought employment as carpenter, a 
trade he claimed to have learned from his 
father. Journeying to a village where he 
was unknown, Kneissi obtained employment 
with a sawmill owner. There he worked in- 


Then his employer iearned that he had served 
two terms in prison and dismissal ‘was imme- 
diate. Kneisal shouldered his bundle and 
traveled farther, again applying for employ- 
mem. But wherever he obtained work he 
was again summarily dismissed either be- 
cause of the ubiquitous gendarmes or tale- 
bearers. 

- Bmbittered, despairing of making an hon- 
est. living, he claimed. Kneissi met a con- 
genial fellow-wanderer named Hausleitner, 
and together they started out on a career 
of pillage. Kneiss] usually secreted his bi- 
cycie in some clump near the scene of hia 
proposed depredations and managed to 
glide away when pursued by angered crowds 
vor police. Together with Hausleitner, he 
made raids upon unsuspecting villagers. 
During the daytime he disguised himself as 


_peddler or agent for some Munich or Nu- 


remberg firm in order to reconnoiter. Now 
and then he was recognized by housewives, 
who hurriedly barricaded themselves or 
called for help. Now and then he appeared 
upon highways and, meeting villagers, in- 
troduced himself as Kneissl, the famous 


highway robber, usually rewarding such 


frightened travelers with some memento, 


especially if it happened to be a peasant 


girl. To women he alway displayed the 
attitude of a cavalier, and throughout the 
proceedings it was shown both by the wit- 
nesses and the statements of the prisoner 
that he never mishandled or abused memn- 
bers of the weaker sex who happened to 
fall prey to his pillaging cruises. 


Hide and Seek with Police. 


Kneissl appeared now here, now there, al- 
ways faultlessly attired in bicycle costume 
and with a peacock feather in his cap. He 
never appeared any where without his “ drili- 
ing ’’ and a dagger. Almost every day new 
tales of his daring, of highway robberies, and 
thefts were added to the list. Gendarmes 
never ventured forth without being armed 
to the teeth. Every farmer and peasant 
doubly sealed and barred his windows and 
doors, while huge, vicious dogs were un- 
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FOR TIMES 


chained at night to welcome any intruder, 
For months the terror succeeded in his will- 
o’-the-wisp career. Some of the peasants 
came to regard him as a superhuman being, 
whose bullets always were true to the mark, 
but whom bullets could not touch. 

Finally, on a cold, stormy night last 
March, Kneiss] was traced to a deserted 
building in . Geisenhofen.* A company of 
twenty-five gendarmes  surreunded 
structure, but no one dared to enter the 
dark, forbidding portais. Alt was silent 
within. But the gendarmes opened filraund 
sem volley after villey through the crumb- 
ling structure. Presenitly, convinced that 
Kneissl was either dead or wounds 


gendarmes rushed into the building. They 


were met with whistling bullets. Step by 
step they forced Kneies! into the upper 
story and then into one corner of the attfe 
where he fred his last bullets upon his 
knees before finally 4ropping to the floor un- 
conscious. When Kr<iss! was examined at 
the hospital it was dir--vered that one 
let had entered the abdomen, another the 
shoulder, a third shatt.red his knee joint, 
and a fourth inflicted a scalp-wound. The 
hospital attendants also bore evidence that 
the body was badly mutilated as though 
Kneissl had been beaten after he had fallen 
unconscious to the floor. 

Kneiss! was not expected to survive from 
the bullet wounds. It was days before he 
regained his senses, and then a burning 
fever set in. For months he lingered be-- 
tween life and death, until finally his power 
ful resources and indomitable will came t4 
the rescue and the patient gradually gained 


strength. As soon as he was able to stand * 


trial preparations were made. Kneiss! re- 
tained Attorney von Panwitz, the most bril- 
liant criminal lawyer in Munich, as his 
‘counsel, But the verdict of the court was 
fifteen years in jailand then execution, 
Kneigal still boasts that he will regain free- 
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their food; again we find harvesters working 
to fill their granaries or we surprise the la- 
borer carefully weeding his field.

The ants have a language among them-. 


selves, which is much superior to that of 
even the most highly developed animals. 
Probably it is a spoken language, for anat- 
omy reveals in them the presence of certain 
stridulant organs which seem to have no 
other function. Moreover, it is chiefly by 
touch of the antennae that they communi- 


“cate with each other. 


‘Let one disturb the ants on the surface of 
a nest, some of them will rush immediately 
into their galleries, give the alarm to the 
community, and in a moment the whole little 


world is in commotion. While part of the 


workers hasten to transport the larvae and 
nymphs to the profoundest depths of the ant 
hill, others sally forth valiantly to view the 
danger and repulse the enemy. Watch those 
who have been away from the general agita- 
tion when they return. You see them strike 
their antennae and transmit in two or three 
movements the alarming news. 

if a pot of preserves is discovered the ant 
will bring up four or five friends to see it, and 
these friends will then go off only te return 
with swarms of others who préss forward 
joyfully. Lubbock has stated that if it is a 
question of larvae to carry home, the number 
of ants in the expedition will correspond w:th 
the number to be carried. ~ : 

One will sometimes see two ants stop, talk 
to each other, and, if of the same opinion, 
wrestle together good naturedly. (This ob- 
servation made by Huber has been carefully 
verified.)

For instance, one day a silk grower saw 
some ants, who are fond of silkworms, climb 
up a mulberry tree and worry the worms on 
it 80 much that they fell from the branches 
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to the ground below where other ants were 
ready to receive them and hurriedly carry 
them off. Mr. Besson put a band of bird 
lime around the trunk of the tree to stop 
this. For four days it proved an impassable 
barrier; on the fifth an engineer made his 
appearance; one ant placed in the lime a 
large grain of sand, which he had carried 
there in his mandibles, and went down the 
tree again. 

_ Then other ants came, felt of this embry- 
onic bridge, went down also, and, after a 
few minutes, returned, each bearing his grain 
of sand. 

This work was continued for about half an 
hour, when the bridge crossed the bird lime 
entirely, and was wide enough for four ants 
to march across abreast. Mr. Besson had 
not the courage to destroy their work, and 
abandoned his mulberry tree to them as a 
recompense for this act of intelligence. 

One has seen an army of ants, stopped by 
a brook, proceed to form a bridge by forcing 
their workers to cling, each one to the next, 
in a chain, over whose backs the army passed 
dry, shod. The crossing made, the bridge- 
makers separated and got over as best they 
could, often losing their lives in the attempt. 


Ant Nurses 


The study of this little world quite reverses 
the idea, habitually entertained, of the in- 
feriority of the Insect.. When one has exam- 
‘ned an antaill, when one has seen the larvae 
placed in their cradles, changed from place 
to place several times a day according to the 
intensity of the heat of the sun, and cared 


for by little nurses who love them; whenone . 


has seen the nurses watch with anxiety the 
least movement of the head of the larvae 
in order to feed them with a drop of nutritive 
liquor from their own mouths before they 


even had time to be hungry: when, at the 
birth of the nymphs, one has seen the watch- 
ful ants aid nature by carefully tearing 
with their mandibles the end of the silk tissue 
in order to facilitate the exit of the head, it 
would seem as if the end of their wonders 
had been reached. 

The battles of ants are well known. But 
it is, above all, for the possession of the 
aphides, the ants’ milch cows, and for the 
abduction of larvae destined to become 
slaves that these wars are declared, wars 
often ferocious and without quarter. 

The celebrated amazon ant has strong 
jaws, armed with steel-hard points. In bat- 
tle it opens its mouth as wide as possible, 
its tactics being to get its enemy's head into 
its mouth, where it crushes it by closing its 
jaws. One little species of ant amuses itseif 
by hanging on to the feet of larger ones and 
tearing them off. The formica exsecta works 
differently, she Jumps upon the back of her 
adversary and proceeds to saw off its head, 
a@ process she usually accomplishes quickly. 


The Mil Aat. 


Military tactics, sentinels, and reconnoit- 
ings, regular sieges, towns pillaged, children 
enslaved, populations reduced to slavery,

So their lives are passed in war upon their 
neighbors for the purpose of procuring the 
precious slaves which are es indispensable 
to them as a nurse to a new born babe, 
since their degenerate lords have no longer 
even the faculty of feeding thentelves and 
would die of hunger, beside the most savory 
provisions, if the devoted slaves did not come 
and actually place it in their mouths.

significant of Chicago’s appreciation of its 
winter gardens. The main portion. of the 
greenhouse has an average ground dimension 
of 900x175, and the central dome is fifty-four 


feet high. As suggesting just how sharp 


the contrast is between the park greenhouse 
and the park stretches it may be remarked 
that at the present time there are several 
banana trees inside, bearing fruit; several 
pineapple plants are bending over with the 
weight of their juicy cones; a coffee tree is 
full-6f be. “Ss, and the tree commonly termed

riches.
